The cause of the Spring Thing 
has been immeasurably advan- 
ced by the recipience of a let- 
ter of endorsement from Pres- 
ident Richard M, Nixon. Spec- 
ial Assistant to the President 
Dwight L, Chapin informed 
Spring Thing Chairman Ca) 
Turlock that the President had 
instructed him to correspond 
with the Thing on this matter 
in which the President’s best 
wishes are at stake. 

The President regrets that he, 
Mrs. Nixon and Patricia cannot 
join the Santa Cruz students 
on that weekend, unfortunate- 
ly having previous engage- 
ments elsewhere, but ‘‘they 
very much appreciate your 
cordial invitation and send their 
best wishes for a very suc- 
cessful event.’’ The President’s 
interest in bringing our tornand 
divided nation together is well- 
known, and he emphasized that 
he ‘‘commends the Students at 
the University of California at 
Santa Cruz for the construc- 
tive action they are taking for 
those who are less fortunate in 
the community.’’ 

When asked what he felt 
upon learning of this worth- 
while endeavor, which raises 
funds for the Tutorial Summer 
Camp enabling them to coun- 
sel underprivileged children 
and take them on camping trips 
to the Sierras, the President 
commented that he was 
‘‘pleased.”’ 

Endorsements are also on 
the way from Governor Ronald 
Reagan, State Superintendent of 
Instruction Max Rafferty, and 
others whose support is so 


Academic Senate 
to seat student 
representatives 


The Santa Cruz Division of the 
Academic Senate has voted to 
amend its regulations to allow 
the seating of regular student 
representatives to Senate me- 
etings. The resolution, which 
was introduced at the April 30 
meeting by David Thomas, 
Stevenson professor of govern- 
ment and chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Colleges, was passed 
unanimously. 

The student delegation, to be 
made up of the Campus Repre= 
sentative, the chairman of ICB, 
all student members of Senate 
committees, and one student to 
be chosen by each college gov- 
ernment, will have privilege of 
the floor, but cannot vote or 
introduce resolutions, The stu- 
dent representatives can be ex- 
cluded by a vote of the Senate, 
but the exclusion is subject to 
debate after the vote is taken. 

According to Campus Rep- 
resentative Drummond Pike, 
who spoke in favor of the re- 
solution at the Senate meeting, 
the measure gives Santa Cruz 
students an opportunity for ex- 
tensive participation in Senate 
proceedings. Although Santa 
Cruz is one of the last general 
campuses to win student repre- 
sentation in the Academic Sen- 
ate, the April 30 resolution ‘‘is 
one of the widest.’

The bill for the Spring Thing 
dance on Sunday, May ll, from 
2:30 to 7:30 is nearly com- 
plete; heading the show will be 
Dillard and Clark (Doug Dillard 
of the Dillards and Gene Clark 
of the Byrds). Having failed to 
secure a major group despite 
persistent efforts, the Spring 
Thing Committee ‘‘has opted 
for a group of genuine quality. 
The Dillard and Clark album 
is one of the finest blendings 
of country and rock achieved 
thus far.’’ Also on the pro- 
gram will be Together, a soul 
group who have drawn excited 
response from those who have 
seen them live, and the Womb, 
a group who have played with 
John Mayall and Al Kooper and 
have a record out.

dition. 

Also added to the Spring 
Thing schedule is a perform- 
ance to be staged Friday eve- 
ning, May 9, at twilight, by 
Mr. Bob Watt’s special work- 
shop.

Student production 
translates ‘Caesar’ 


into technical terms

Perhaps no play has caught 
the wide scope of history in its 
political and human sense as 
William Shakespeare’s "Julius 
Caesar’ 

The central character, Brutus, 
is a man attempting to make 
meaningful change while sur- 
rounded by the cliches of power 
politics, The challenge to Bru- 
tus is a challenge we all feel 
today, the need to change the 
world, but the need to preserve 
our own humanity and dignity. 
The need to avoid the cliches 
of politics and help people, not 
create Systems. Itis, of course, 
the tragedy of Brutus that his 
own goodness does not allow 
him to see the guile of others 
until it is too late. 


The production of "Julius 
Caesar’ at UC, Santa Cruz at- 
tempts to take concept from the 
play and translate it into tech- 
nical terms, Firstandforemost 
in Shakesperian tragedy is the 
idea that when the world of man 
was about to undergo chaos, 
the heavens signaled that chaos 
i.e., the storm in‘Julius Caesar 
before the assassination. 


At UC, Santa Cruz we are 
creating a huge dome that hangs 
over the stage area. The dome 
is wired so that it is a self- 
contained light source. It can 
flash as lightning or can‘‘ walk” 
across the dome in a lighted 
pattern, It can be a universe 
of storm or a universe of b'ood. 

It is also important to show 
the world of man in two im- 
portant divisions, The political 
as well as the personal. To ac- 
complish this television moni- 
tors will be put up in the audi- 
ence. The audience may see 
scenes as ‘‘political’’ events on 
television, i.e., the riots in the 
streets of Rome. They may see 
a stage ‘‘reality’? from two 
angles, while it is acted before 
them on stage and while it ison 
television. It is possible to See 
within a crowd with television 
while the audience looks at the 
back of the crowd from their 
seats. = 


The audience will a'so see 
that political figures have one 
‘“‘face’’ in public and another 
face at home. The Caesars that 
appears on television is not the 
same man who is seen athome. 


The Elizabethans were great 
ones for the supernatural. But 
their ghosts are no longer our 
ghosts, still ghosts must ap- 
pear. The thrust in our pro- 
duction is not to imagine the 
ghost from the supernatural 
but to create it from.the nat- 
ural forces we see ina mechan-= 
ical or electronic sense, 


While the ghost of Caesar 
speaks his voice is brokendown 
into an occiliscopic image that

Beevers appointed to Science Academy 


Dr. Harry Beevers, recently 
appointed Professor of Biology, 
effective July 1, 1969, waselec- 
ted this week to membership in 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, 

The nation’s most elite sci- 
entific body, the Academy limits 
membership to approximately 
800. Election is considered one 
of the highest honors that can 
be accorded an American sci- 
entist or engineer. Members 
are elected in recognition of 
distinguished and continuing 
achievements in original re- 
search. Dr. Beevers’ election 
was based on his distinguished 
research contributions in bio- 
chemistry. : 


UCSC now claims 8 members 
of the Academy on its faculty. 
In addition to Dr, Beevers, they 
include Dr, Lawrence Blinks, 


Professor of Biology, Crown 
College; Dr. George H. Herbig, 
Professor of Astronomy, Lick 
Observatory; Dr. Terrell L, 
Hill, UCSC Vice Chancellor- 
Sciences and Professor of 
Chemistry, Stevenson College; 
Dr. C, Donald Shane, Astron- 
omer Emeritus of the Lick 
Observatory; Dr. Kenneth Thi- 
mann, Professor of Biological 
Sciences and Provost of Crown 
College; Dr. Aaron C, Waters, 
Professor of Earth Sciences, 
Crown College; and Dr. Albert 
E, Whitford, Professor of Asto- 
nomy, Lick Observatory. 


Born in Durham, England in 
1924, Dr. Beevers received his 
B.S,, with First Class Honors 
(1944) and Ph.D. in Plant Physi- 
ology (1947) from Kings College, 
Durham University. 

From 1946-50, he held apost- 


doctoral appointment at Oxford 
University in the Department of 
Botany and was a Visiting 
Assistant Professor of Biology 
(1950-51), Assistant Professor 
(1951-53), Associate Professor 
(1953-58), and Professor of Bi- 
ology (1958-69) at Purdue Uni- 
versity. 


During the summers of 1953 


.and 1955, Dr. Beevers collab- 


orated in research with Dr. 
Martin Gibbs at the Brookhaven 
National Laboratory. 


Dr. Beevers is the author of 
some 70 papers published in 
professional journals and a 
book, Metabolism 
in Plants, published by Harper 
aad Row, 1961.

One of our main 
goals is having 100% textbook 
stock. We also hope to build up 
a good, comprehensive refer- 
ence department that would be 
attractive to the townspeople as 
well as the students.?’ 

Lyon went on to expli..4 2 1at 
the bookstore’s prices are set 
by publishers, TheSe prices 
hinge on the universality of a

pensive, more obscure books. 

This use of non-standard 
books also helps account for the 
lack of used books, Used book 
companies usually carry only 
texts employed in great quan- 
tities at many universities. 
Santa Cruz professors, how- 
ever, delight in using more 
“esoteric’’ books which cannot 
be obtained used. Also, more 
paperbacks are assigned and 
these are not readily available 
in used condition. Finaliy, be- 
cause reading lists do not re- 
main the same every quarter, 
there is no opportunity for the 
Bay Tree to create a siock of 
used books, The Bay Tree would 
rather deal with used vooks be- 
cause they create lower over- 
head costs while student costis 
lowered as well. In fact,a more 
extensive Stoux of used books 
will hopefully be insticuted next 
year, 


Much of the inefficiency in 
book supply is simply an oc- 
cupational risk incurred when 
working with an ‘academic 
community.”? The bookstore is 
often inadequately stockad ve- 
cause faculty members place 
text book orders late, misesii- 
mate class Size, or make last- 
minute chauges ia reading lists, 

Lyon pointed out that the 
problems of the Bay Tree area 
reflection of the growing pains 
of Santa Cruz itself. ‘‘Just as 
UCSC is an unusual campus, the 
Bay Tree is a unique college 
booxsiore,’* No other college 
has a pook store which is com- 
pletely separated trom the sup- 
ply store.
